NO EXPERIMENT IN MICHIGAN.

The citizens’ committee entrusted 
with securinff contracts for the prod­ 
uct from 3,50Ü acres of sugar beets has 
just issued a very strong circular show- 
injif the profit that farmers have de­ 
rived and may derive in cultivating 
this crop which is comparatively new 
to this country. 


The 
agricultural 
department 
at 
W ashington has caused to be printed a 
map of the sugar beet belt of the 
United States and since the agitation 
for a sugar factory here it has been 
noticed th at Benton Harbor is e.xactly 
in the center of this fruit belt. 


W. A. French, the Michigan land 
commissioner, in a recent report said: 


••The raising of sugar beets in Michi­ 
gan is no longer problemutioal. 
it 
now rests with tne farmers of ttio state 
as to whether or not the opportuniiies 
atVorded by this new industry »hall be 
taken advantage of. 
The outlay of 
millions of dollars and the neat revenue 
to be derived by the farmer is not a 
trilling matter, and should not oe ovc*r* 
lookeU. 


••The law passed by the recent legis­ 
lature provides for m e paymfut of a 
bounty of one cent j)er pound on all 
beet sugar luauufacturcd m this state 
from beets raised in this stale. 
Tlie 
law further provides that the iriunufuo- 
turer shall make reports to the state 
laud coiuiuirtaioner and that he shall 
appoint 
weighmen, 
or 
inspectors; 
therefore this new industry is now re­ 
ceiving considerUbie attention in the 
land oHice. 
Information is being col­ 
lected from all parts of the world for 
the benefit of tiio farmers of the state 
of Mlcnigan and also those who may 
desire to interest capital in sugar man­ 
ufacturing. 
Tliis information will be 
freely distributed and it is to be hoped 
that the farmers will take advantage of 
this new opportunity. 


•*As has been seated, the beet tugar 
industry of Michigan is no longer prob- 
leiiiatical. 
Michigan has the proper 
climate. Michigan has the proper soil.

W hat is to prevent the e»iablistiu»eut 
and growth of this new industry, which 
will cause to be exctianged nundredsof 
thousand» of dollars annually in Michi­ 
gan.

Arthur W. Osborn Gives a Qood Idea of 
the Ship. 


A rthur W. Osborn, 
of this city,

steamer Yale which carried the 33d 
Michigan to Cuba: 


The Yale was formerly the City of 
Paris and is as fast if not faster than 
any man of war atloat. 
She is a line 
ship, a big three-master and has three 
mammoth smoke stacks. 
She is a twin 
screw propeller. 
I was down in the 
engine room for two hours yesterday 
and it was a sight. 
Each engine is of 
nine hundred horse power and five foot 
stroke. 
The 
shafts are sixty-three 
inches in circumference and I have 
forgotten how long. 
The fresh water 
tanks for drinking hold 350,000 gallons. 
The engineer’s crew only stand four 
hours on and eight hours ofï. 
There 
are lour engineers, seven oilers, eigh­ 
teen tiremen and 
twenty-two 
coal 
passers on watch at a time, besides ma­ 
chinists, electricians and refrigerator 
experts, 
these 
all stand six hour 
watches. 


I have been eating with the en­ 
gineers. machinists, oilers and tire­ 
men, also the cooks, and 
have 
a 
standing invitation to eat with them as 
long as we are aboard. 


It costs the United States govern­ 
ment $2,500 a day for the use of the 
Ijoats ( 'iiy of Pari.^.

A warhorse is broken to bo steady 
under tire by tying ropes to his legs. 
While the animal is down on the ground 
the otiiccr takes a pistol and fires it 
)closo to his ear. Then in rapid order ho 
fires the wejipon over i»is back, uiuler 
his neck, between his legs, anywhere 
that nn opening presents itself during 
the horse’s futile struggles. 
Not until 
he sinks back exhausted, all a-tremblo 
and showing thew’hitesof hiseye.s, does 
the pistol practice cease. 


After two or three les.sons of this kind 
it is considered safe to mount him with 
a bridle furnished with a curb bit. 
Up 
to this time tbo hor.se has never felt a 
curb. The light snaille is still retained, 
and the curb bridle is only given a gen­ 
tle pressure at first, just enough to h't 
him know that it is there. 
Gradually 
the .strength of the pull is increa.seti, 
and with this safeguard the horse is 
taught to stand iirelrom his rider s pis­ 
tol or carbine. 


In carbine practice the horse must ho 
thoroughly broken, as both hands are 
required in using this weapon, whereas 
with the pistol the rider nmy retain the 
bridle with one hand. 


Then comes s;iber practice, and that 
is another trial to the horse. 
Again is 
he thrttwu to tlie ground, and he proba­ 
bly can’t understand why lie Khould 
have to .sulVer this indignity all over 
ajiain, for he has learned that lesson 
very well. 
But when the bright blade 
of the saber, with (piick thrusts (lash­ 
ing before his eyes and cutting the air 
in close proximity to his ear.s, appears 
to him he is again terror stricken. 


But the lesson he has learned from 
the smell of gunpowder stands him in 
good stead, and he soon gets over his 
fear. And even with a man on liis back 
and another mounted upon a seasoned 
horse coming at him with saber rai.sed 
in the air or slashing left and right he 
knows that it is all a part of his educa- 
tiou and .something to be expected. 
Ho 
he stands his ground or cavorts about 
the other liorse while the two troopers 
indulge in their saber practice.— New 
York World.

A STRANGE SENTENCE. 


F V B lalm icitt F o r » M u n ir r T h a t W as M or« 
C ru e l T h n n D en th . 


In 1801 n mail died iu tho Cutükills 
who had been coiiduiniied by one of tb« 
itrangcst seiiteuceH ou rocord. 
Jitilpli 
Sutherland was born in 1701 and livid 
in a stouo houso near Leeds. 
Ho \va.^ a 
mail of violent temper and moroso diM- 
poaition, ahnnned by hin neighbors and 
goucrally disliked. 
Not being able to 
got on Americou servant, ho importe<i a 
Scotchwoman, and, according to tho 
naoge of tho tiine.s virttmlly held her 
iu bondage nntil her passage money 
had boeii refunded. 


Unablo to cnduro any longer tho rag­ 
ing temper of her muKtor, tho girl ran 
away. 
Imiiietliately upon discovering 
her nbsencc tho man set oiT in an angry 
diaao npon his horse and soon overtook 
lier. Tho poor woman never reacho<l thu 
iiouso alive, and Sutherland was indict­ 
ed and arrested on the charge of murder. 


At tho trial ho tried to prove that his 
horso had taken fright, mn away, 
pitched him out of tho snddlo and du»h- 
ed tho girl to death u()on tho rocks, but 
tho jury did not accept tho defense, and 
Sutherland was sentenced to dio upon 
tho scaffold. 


Then camo the plea of tho insufll- 
cieucy of circumstantial evidence and 
tho efforts of inilueutiul relutious. Thetio 
80 worked upon tlie court thut tlio judge 
delayed tlio sentence of death until tho 
prisoner should bo 09 ycur.4 old. 


It was ordered that tho culprit should 
borclensed on his own recognizanco, 
and that, pending tho Anal e.^ecution ot 
his sentence, ho should keopalmngiiian's 
noot«o about his neck and nhuw himself 
before tho judges of Catskill once a year 
to prove that ho wore his badge of in­ 
famy and kept hin crimo in mind. 
It 
was a more cruel decision than tho sen­ 
tence of immediate death would have 
beeUf but it was no doubt in harmony 
witii the spirit of tho times. 


Thus Ralph Sutherland livetl. Ho pi* 
ways lived alouo. He Keldoiu spoke. HIb 
rough, imporiouB manner had gone. 
Years followed years. 
At each session 
of tho court the broken roan came be­ 
fore tho bar of justice and silently 
showed tho noose that circled his neuk. 


At last his ninety-ninth year came, 
tho time when tho court had ordered 
tlisl the utmost penalty of the law 
should bo executed. For the last time 
tho man tottered before tho fudge's 
bench, but new judges had arisen in 
tho land, now laws had been maile, old 
oriines had been forgotten or forgiven, 
and there was t^'uie who wouUl accuse 
him or executefsentuiiee. Indeed tho 
awful restriction thut hud bound his 
lifo so intimately to the expiation of 
his crime was now K guUy removed. 


But the spirit of self punishment con­ 
tinued, und when SutherUiucl, after he 
hud ¡Missed his hundredth year, was dis­ 
covered dead, alone in his house, his 
tiiroat was found to bu enciicleil by the 
rope which had lH.*eii placed there nearly 
three-quurtei's of a century before.— 
Youth's Companion.

What HuiiiieBa When m 8ltiste Projccilla 
Suddenly llursta Into Two lluuHrcil 
arata MenMngara of Itcath—Shells and 
Solid Shot. 


The improvements in modem giuis 
have embraced all caliberi», from that of 
t!ie .«¡mail arm firing a projc etile only 
one-third of an inch in diameter to tho 
monster which sentls a solid piece of 
steel 12 inches through and weighing 
over half a ton. Not only have the guns 
improved, but also all their aece.swricjs, 
especially powoer and projectiles. The 
smokeless powder of the present has 
changed tho conditions of war almost 
as nnteh as modern armament. 


Keeping step with these advances 
have been thtw made in the varituis 
clas.*-es of projectiles. Even tho snuillest 
of these, with its case hardened bulh't, 
is far ahead of the old fashioned lead 
bullet used iu tho small arms of 90 
years ago. 


One of the most effective of modem 
projectiles is tho shrapnel. 
It i.% one of 
the forms of ea-^e shot. Tho others wero 
the old fasiiioned gnipe and canister. A 
case shot may be said to be a collection 
of mis.*iiles in a cusi*, which breaks up 
either in the gun or at some point in 
flight, thus setting free its death deal­ 
ing particles. 


As soon tt.s tho coso is broken each of 
these particles gm*s on a sepjirate path, 
and it’s a S(»rry day for the man struck 
by one of them. 
All of these falling 
npon a piece of level ground would 
mark out an irwgtilar oval, whose art*a 
varies with differing conditions. It has 
been found that tho best point to burst 
the shrapnel is about six yards above 
luid 50 iu front of tho enemy. 


Colonel Shrapnel of tho British serv- 
ico first inventeil shrapnel in IbOJJ. This 
early form consiste<l simply of a spher­ 
ical shell filled w*ith bullets and a burst­ 
ing charge of ¡lowder in tho siKices Ito* 
tw*i>en. This was a erade invention, 
which scattered tho fragments to«» much 
and was liable to go off when not ex- 
pt'cted and not do st) when desireil. 
This fomi was improved u imii iluring 
our civil war, and tho mo<lern shrapnel 
con bo considered tho most dangi*rous 
of all lifo destroying projectiles. It con­ 
sists of three parts—the tube, tho baso 
and tho bead. Tho powder charge is in 
tho base, which is firmly attaehe<l to 
tho body either by electric welding or 
by Hcri'wing. Leading from tho baso 
through tho center of tho bmly is a tubo 
whicli is also filled with jiowder, which 
is ignited by tho fuse at tho i>oint of tho 
shrapnel and carries tho flro to the main 
charga Between iiOO and JIOO bullets 
rest upon a diaphnigm just over tho 
powder charge. Thc.se are held in place 
by a matrix of rosin which is melted 
and poured upon tho Inillets when iu 
place. A skeleton caso of cast iron con­ 
taining receptacles for each bullet is 
sometimes used instead of the rosin. 


The head is put on in the sanu; man­ 
ner as tho base, and when the fuse is 
ina^rted tho projectile is ready for use. 
Some shrapnels have the bursting charge 
in the liead instead of the base. Tho 
fuse used is rather compìicatinl, but tho 
United States has as gootl a ono as 
there is. It is a time fuse and iu actual 
test has shown its reliability. 


It can readily be si*i*n that ono great 
objectimi to the shrapnel is its high 
cost. Tho fuse alone costs about .'J’.i.DO. 
Tho samo gun is usually supplied with 
three styles of ainmunition~tho solid 
shot, tho shell and the shrapnel. 'Some 
batteries are also supplied with canister 
for use at close quarters. The bullets 
in tho canister have a wider dispersion, 
because tho case breaks up in the gun. 
Canister was u.^jcd to re^Hd the famous 
charge led by the Confedeintc gtie ral 
Pickett at Gettysburg. A iH*rfect hail 
of missiles swept the slojk? leading up 
to Cemetery Hill, against whoso de- 
structivo effects hunum valor was of no 
avail. 


Tho shell is used to destroy inanimato 
objects as well us animate one.s. It con­ 
sists of a hollow cast iro!i shell, with a 
fuse and bursting charge of powiler. 
Tho fuiuouH shot ilred during the cut* 
ting of the cables at Cieufuegos is a- 
good example of its use. The Spaniards 
having taken refuge in and behind a 
lighthouse, a shell was iired by one of 
our ships, which, striking it fairly, 
burst and utterly destroyed tho struc­ 
ture, killing many of tho soldiers. 


But against men in battle formation 
the shrapnel is tho more elTective. 
It 
sends a perfect shower of missiles which, 
falling in the midst of a company, 
would almost annihilate it. Many tests 
havt» bi en made to sliow this. 


Shrapnels tired Irom a gun a mile 
Hway in one instance and a mile and 
two-thirds in the other were niude to 
htrike a board target one inch thick. 
The fuses were set off by the contact 
and burst the projectile into 200 or 300 
parts, each of which wus capable of 
dealing death to any living thing in its 
patii. Screens were placed at indicated 
distances beliind the target. These may 
be considered as repre.seiiting a battalion 
of infantry in column of companies. 
From tile number of hits upon all of 
them the eiliciency of shrapnel tiro 
against close order formation may bo 
judged. 


In one shot 153 hits were made by a 
single shrapnel. In another 215 liits aro 
recorded, but these are not so well scat­ 
tered. 
Imagine, then, tho effect of a 
well placed shrapnel upon a group of 
men such as is here representeii. 


The reader can readily understand 
why wars are now waged at greater 
distances and why hand to hand cou- 
fiicts are almost unheard of.—New 
Vork Herald.

Crawford, and tell what Benton H ar­ 
bor has done for you.” 


Mr. Graham was inclined to give 
better terms and Mr. Crawford soft­ 
ened and it is believed that he will not 
stand in the way of the union depot by 
holding for a big price when such an 
addition lo the city as a union depot is 
at stake.
